the navigation laws strictly enforced in respect | 
of the steamers plying} upon these waters, Ex. 
perience ‘has amply demonstrated the fact, which 
has been repeatedly! urged in these columns, 
that the class of steaihers now plying upon our 
inland waters, commanly known as stern-wheel 
steamers. are totally; unfit for navigating the 
Gulf of Georgia. ._ The Douglas, the Moody, the 
Dutchman, the Reliance, and, ware recently, the 
Lillooet, have all in tarn been. éxposed to immi- 
nent danger, and. have not all escaped unscathed. 
The latter ba ‘ly escaped total destruction ; and 
if we credit the “log?! of the ship, as published | 
in a Victoria fiaper, it; was to the mere circam.

While upon this subject we may allude to the 
strange anomaly of the) Inspector of steamboat 
boilers for British Goluinbia residing in another 
Colony! He should be made either to come to 
this bis proper placd)antl attend to his duty or 
else relinguish his pst altogether. Let us hope 
these matters will erigage the ‘early attention of 
the Legiglative Coucil, and that sume system 
will be introduced fur the’ proper regulation of 
steamers navigating these’ waters.

If the history of British Columbia,

erection into a Colony, may be taken as a fair 
specimen of the colonial policy of Great Britain, 
the adfantages of being a British colonist are, 
‘to say ithe least, yery doubtful indeed. When a 
number of mien leave their native land, with all 
its dear’asgociations and advantages, to endure 
‘the priyations and hardships incident to bnilding 
up a néw Colony one would think that by that 
“act they do not forfelt any of their rights as 
subjects, or render themselves less ‘intelligent, 
less capable of taking part in’ the management 
of their own affairs, less a to the protec- 
tion ard assistance of the parent state. On Ke 
contrary, one would fancy that such men - 
settling i ina distant part of the British posses- 
sions, Inany thousand miles removed: from the 
‘seat of the supreme, governing power, would be 
suppoged to enjoy even more full control of their 
local affaits than they conld reasonably be ex. 
pected: to ilo in the /motlier country ; for such 
colonists must be presumed to know far better 
what tpeasures are suited to such a Colony than 
' those ef their fellow countrymen who remain at 
home, and who are comparatively ignorant alike 
of its Wants and capavilities. . Nor is it true that 
the population of new Colonies is generally com- 
posed in great part of the refuse—the “ scum” of 
society, Take, for example, the population of 
this, tle youngest and most distant of Her Bri- 
tansic Majesty’ s Colonies. This is a gold coun- 
try, and is, therefore, more likely to attract the 
recklegs ahd abandoned. Yet what is the fact ? 
In point of intelligence, . morality and enterpris- 
ing industry, yes, and unwavering loyalty, tov, 
the population of British Columbia will compare 
favorably with any other community over which 
Vicromta sways her sceptre. This is not merely 
our ips dirit. The statement is fully borne out 
by. the! iregords of our Courts, as well as corrobo- 
rated by high eeclesiastical and other authority. 
We do: not hazard anything, therefore, when we 
assert:that the people of this Colony are better 
qualified for the safe and profitable exercise of 
self gavernnient than the general average of the

It is a 
work of great poetical talent, but indicates a 
gloomy and rather misanthropical turn of disposi- 
tion. ‘ Childe Harold” has exhausted thé round 
of all pleasures, licensed and unlicensed, and 
wonders to feel the goblet which he has (rained 
even to its luscious dregs, pall upon the his -taste 
when again replenished. And pretty nedrly the 
same course of experience which made Splomon 
of old proclaim that all was vanity, indaces our 
modern epicurean to quarrel with the system of 
the universe, and to disbelieve its being |guided 
by supreme benevolence and wisdom.

‘cription4f Batavia, in-the island of Java :— 
“ Batavia is a briliant epecimen of Oriental splen- 
dour.. The houses—which are as white has snow 
—are placed 100 feet back from the street, the 
intervening space being filled with trees, literal- 
ly alive with birds, and every variety of plants 
and flowers. Every. house has a piazza in front, 
and is decorated with-beaatiful pictures, elegant 
lamps, cages, &c., while rocking-chairs, lounges, 
and ottomans of the nicest descriptions furnish 
luxurious accomodation for the family, who sit 
here mornings and evenings. At night the city 
is one blaze of light from the lamps. The hotels 
have grounds of eight or ten acres in extent 
arogjnd them, covered with fine shady trees, with 
fountains, flower-gardens, &c. Indced, so numer- 
ous are the trees that the city almost resembles 
a forest. The rooms are very high and spacious 
without carpets, and but few curtains. Meals 
are\served up.about the same as at first-class 
hotels in the United States, althoogh the habits 
of living are quite different. At daylight coffee 
and tea are taken to’ the guests’ rooms, and then 
again at eight o’clock light’ refreshments. At 
twelve breakfast is served, and at seven dinner. 
Coffee and tea are always ready, day and night. 
No/business is done in the streats in the middle 
of the day on account of the heat. The nights 
.and mornings are cool and delightful ; birds are 
- singing all. night. The thermometer stands" at 
about cighty-two degrees throughout the year. 
The island of Java contains a population of 10, 
000. The island abounds with tigers! leopards, 
anacondas, and poisonous insects: of all kinds.
